Salin, In the West ID<1I««. 


If you will tnlto down your geographies 


and look on the map of the Wost Indies, 
).ni will notice tetwoun tho iflluuds of 
Mintfl Cruz »ud St. Christopher two small 


whl«h, unlnes your mup in an un- 
ly l«ri!C nnd comiiloto ODD, will havo 


no iminoe given. Those two Islands belong 
to (be Dutch, and tho most northerly nnd 
•westerly of them in called Snbu. 


The Dutoh nre noted for their odd and 


<]iialnt customs one! for their perseverance, 
.Holland being eometlmui called the "land 
uf pluck," hut I doubt If anywhere In all 
their poBBMslonB have thoso curious people 
Hliown'thelr queer and eocoh&lo hnhits to 
ifruntor advantage than in the little out of 
tlie nay inland of Sat*. 


The Island li small, its groatestdiurooter 


lining not over 2M miles, nnd it Is nothing 
more than an isolated monntnin top rising 
out of the sea. 
The ildes are very steep 


nnd high, rising In places for a sheer 2,000 
fret. 
There is no harbor, no heuoh, no 


wife anchorage «nd no large trees on the 
Inland. Although Saba has a population 
of over 2,500, yet you might gall all around 
It without seeing any signs of houses or 
Hnttluiiicntn. If yon wished to land or "go 
ii iHMird," as the So bans say, you would have 
to do so on a shelving rock on the southern 
nldo of tho Island, and hero you would find 
n steep, winding flight of stone stops lend- 
ing up the rooky mountain sido. 


Following these steps, which number 800 


nnd are called "tho ladder," you at lost 
reach tho top of the mountain, and looking 
inland see a small, grassy plain covered 
with neat, white, rod roofed houses, the 
whole surrounded on every side by tower- 
Ing peaks and precipices covered with beau- 
tiful tree ferns, bamboos and wild plan- 
tains. This little town, the only one on 
the island, is known as the Bottom, H 
curious name surely, but it is well named 
nevertheless, for the plain on which it is 
liiillt is nothing more than the bottom of 
the orator of an extinct volcano. 


Descending the slope into this queerest 


of queer towns, you find the streets simply 
imrrow paths walled with stone, higher In 
jilaces thun your head, while every inch of 
uirlh Is cultivated with true Dutch thrift 
ii :id Industry.

itlcu, but all (ire Dutch in speecii. manners 
nnd: looks. The houses, shops, giu'dcns— 
everything Is Dutch.—A. H. Verrlll in St 
Nicholas.

Tlllii, IncJ., with n bullet wound In his 
bcjul This occurred more thnn half a cen- 
tury ugo, long uftor tho chief hud signed 
th. pence treaty. A whlto iiuin named 
Jorc'inliih Truing wim H\i«puotc'tl, but novor 
urn stod. Young Riirvlvvcl tho went many 
yuu'H. Aftor his death tho following doc i- 
ini'iit WHH found ninnng lil« papera, scaled 
in ii largo envelope. 
It IB herewith pre- 


sented for publication for tho first time: 


My first recollootlons lire of a happy 


boyhood career In northern Kentucky, tor- 
niliiHtlng at my twelfth year In un appul- 
lln« tragedy. There were only four in our 
family—father, mother, my bright halrod 
llttlo ulster and mynclf. We lived In u neat 
caHn which my futhor hud oreotod on the 
wc-t hunk of thoLloklng river. Ournoiir- 
OH! rielghl>o'* \vaflu mile away, and the Bet 
tleinent three times that distance, In an 
op| i IB! to direction. 
There hud boon no In- 


dliin depredations in our suction for (rev- 
cm 1 years, and we hnd almost caused to 
fear nn attack. 


Jlul ono night, juct aamy father stopped 


into the door of our on bin, on hlK return 
from a trip to tho settlement, n rlflo shot 
rani* through tho forest, and he full dead 
aorngH tho threshold. Myslsturhad grown 
sloepy and retired, and mother and I had 
bcin awaiting father's roturn. We two 
saw him fall and Immediately afterward 
hoard footstep rushing toward tho house. 


My mother gave an awful Kercam, and 1 


darled panic stricken through tho rear 
donr and iicro«s the little garden into the 
wonds.' Crouching in a thioUot not more 
than £00 yards from thn cabin, I listened 
with bulging eyes and throbbing heart to 
tho shrinks of my mother and slstor, min- 
gled with tho wolfllke howls of their mur- 
derers. 


J'rosontly there was u silcnco even more 


horrifying, find then I saw a flash of light 
and liocrcl tho crackling of flames. 
Not 


waiting to contemplate what 1 knew must 
bo ]X.nt within tho flro, I fled wildly Into 
the almost friendly darkuess of the woods. 
I nmst have been guided by some strange 
liiHt Inet or power, for ] threaded the track- 
less forest with tho speed and celerity of a 
panther, reaching the settlement within 
an hour, whore I told my story. 


Aa armed party quickly started for the 


scene, leaving mo to the care and sym- 
pathy of those who remained. Three or 
four hours later the men returned and re- 
ported that they found tlio cabin in ashes 
and tho murderers gone. 
The charred 


bones of my kindred wore found among 
tho ruini of my house. 


1'asslng briefly over tho horrors of this 


period, 1 found n goad homo with a child- 
ION couple in tho settlement, and us the 
yours passed I gradually recovered from 
tho shook that had so nearly upset my rea- 
son In time I made something of a record 
as un Indian hunter, for I hounded them 
as other men did wild and ferocious bensts. 


Finally peace was permanently estab- 


lished, "lid I was glad of It, for I was tired 
of warfare and found it easier to forgot my 
wrongs whon not provoked by hearing of 
similar ntrooltlra. Reaching manhood, I 
concluded to strike out for myself and try 
now fields. Five or six years later I crossed 
the great river to Indiana and eventually 
drifted to Brookvllle, in that state, where 
I purchased a 40 acre tract, situated u cou- 
ple nf miles west of town, and began clear- 
ing a way tho timber. I took lodgings at 
a country tavern in that vicinity, man- 
aged by a widow named Adalr. 


Ono night, not more than a month after 


I hnd located here, I was sitting in tho bur- 
room of the tavern conversing with two or 
three other settlors when a tall, stern look- 
ing old Indian entered, carrying a long 
rlflo and a good deal of native dignity, and, 
nodding at my companions, culled for 
whUky. After repeating tho drink ho 
seemed to relax his assumed majesty and 
directly became at> loquacious as his thick- 
cuing palate and imperfect command of 
English would pcrmis. His talk soon 
drifted to war topics, and ho branched out 
boldly to recounting some of his former 
exploits, even bragging of his deviltries 
aiming the pioneers. I learned from one 
of I lie men that ho was tho noted Delaware 
chief, Ben Davis, and that ho was In the 
hulilt of camping hulf a mile or so from 
the tavern while on his periodic trips to 
Briuikvlllo. 


I1 Inally he told a story that fairly turned 


my blood cold. 
It was a literal reproduc- 


tion of the tragedy of my early lifo. 
H« 


had operated flrst In Kentucky, and, ac- 
cording to his own account, had crossed 
the river to escape tho white avengers who 
wcr« on his trail. As he gloated over tho 
killing of my fiimily, detailing how he 
nnd his "braves" hnd scalped and then 
burned tho victims In their own cabin, I 
could hardly restrain my f itry. But 1 man- 
aged to do so, resolving secretly to will him 
to a reckoning at another time. 
I hud 


nc\ ur told my story to ony of tho settle™, 
and now determined not to do £">—at least 
until 1 had squared accounts with tho old 
savage. When ho finished tho sickening 
tain of massacre, one or two of the settlers 
cursod him roundly, hut ho remained silent. 
He then took another drink and left tho 
tavern. 
I felt certain that neither he nor 


the white m«n bad noticed my agitation. 


Whon all tin sottlors had deserted the 


barroom, I werit to my apartment, and, 
having oarefuliy lauded my rllle, quietly 
Rllpjied out and struck through the woods 
in the direction of tho Indian's cum p. 
The night was moonless and cloudless, 
threatening raiu. In 15 or 30 minutes I 
BUM u fli«kering light ahoud and carefully 
picked my way toward It. Presently I 
stood behind n huge poplar, not more than 
20 juices from the flro before which, seated 
on it log and facing my direction, was the 
solitary rclio of n nearly perished race—- 
Ben Davis, chief of tho Delaware remnant. 


J hnd stolen up without urounlng him, 


though he was evidently "on gourd." At 
least his rifle lay across his lap, as if ready 
for u hall' expected emergency. Could It 
be that he had a presentiment of evil!1 \Vas 
he expecting a rcui too, or merely some 
phantom Nemesis conjured up by the 
haunting fear of long deferred retributive 
justice!1 


As I watched and studied the chief he 


reminded inc. of somoancient pagan Image. 
His copper colored visage might have been 
molded of tho metal it resembled und not 
appeared more stoical und devoid of tender 
sentiment. 


A brand fell,'and the fire suddenly flared 


up, eanslng him to stare a little and clutch 
Ms rifle. It was clear to me that he had 
something perturbing on his mind. Hnd 
I boon « ble to determine that he entertained 
ever secret regrets for his past cruelties I 
would have unhesitatingly left him and 
returned to the tavern. 


While I stood there undecided tho chief 


nil at once took an easier attitude, his face 
relaxed into a sardonic grin and his hard 
lips broke Into a sound that might have 
been cither a laugh or a growl. The change 
Boomed to indicate that he had settled some 
m;it ter in a way wholly satisfactory to him- 
self, but It had a different effect on mo. 
Tbt piteous screams of my little sister 
seemed to ring through the woods again 
us It did when the red demon tore her 
sunny linlr from the pretty head.

his rifle half raised, but as my manner was

1 stopped before the flre, grounded my 


rifle and said: 


"How are you, ohleff" 
Ho responded with tba characteristic 
monosyllable: 


"How?" moaning, Bow arc youf

his pn I'tlng, nut fitoou my rifle against a 
trwi no.'ir by, wit down on the log and mo- 
tioned film to do Ui<> sumo. After a licblti 
hesitation he iiiGclmnlcnlly obeyed my ges- 
ture, Ic -iniiiR his gun ugalnst tlio log— 
within easy reach, I noticed 


I had formed u not very clearly defined 


resolve to lend the chief into u conversa- 
tion, with a view of opening tho way for 
him to show whutever degree oMiuiuuulty 
iiu might possess. The Issuo of this inter- 
view v» is tn determine my further disposi- 
tion tow/ml him. I mentally gave the 
vonnnil In heathen I he benefit uf ovury im- 
aginable, fact In mitigation. 
I took inDn 


accouni his hereditary trnlts, his remote, 
iiud immediate environments, the trmii 
tloniil pruvnontlun of his hatred for the 
whites mil indeed till concelviihleunteeed- 
ent cuu-ios leading to the crime for which 
I hud him arniifined. This freed my sense 
of Jiisli'tc from all MUH and cleared tho 
ground for u fair trial. 


"Chi'jf," I mid, "I heard you talking 


awhile ago at the tavern. 
I jtulgo from 


your ii'-cunnt that you hiivo Kliiiu umiiy 
enemies of your people." 


"1 huve Flain und sculped many—yes," 


he answered, with sooruful iteration. 


"I suppose you are now gl'id to bo ut 


peace vith all moiif" I suggested. 


Hie only response to this was a, very de- 


cided and expressive frown. 


"Have you ciilidrenf" I asked. 
"Yes, plenty," he suid, with dubious 


meaning. 


"J)id they all oomc to yuu sinco tbo 


warf" 


He nodded. 
"Suppose," I said, looking straight at 


him, "that those same white men should 
murder and sculp your children und your 
wives und burn tlioir bodies. What would 
you do to those white men?" 


"Kill I" he answered in u harsh tone, re- 


gardinj.; mo suspiciously. 


"Tho Indians murdered my family—my

Effects of Alkali* on Soil. 


The means used by farmers to reduce 


the Inert mutter of tho soil to (i condition 
of plant faad are juany, though farmers 
may not always be awaru of the chomicul 
action occurring in the soil. 
When mu- 


nure Is applied or green crops plowed un- 
der, the fermentation of tho substances in- 
duces changes of tho mineral mutter of 
tho soil, and farmers have long ago no- 
ticed tliut lime causes un improvement of 
the soil, the effects of which were apparent 
for several seasons. The food vnlue of 
lime is a small matter compared with its 
physical effect ou the soli, as it favors the 
growth of the nitric ferment and also 
breaks down existing combinations. When 
soil is sour, it Is neutralized by alkalis— 
potash, lime, soda, etc.—and the combina- 
tion of lime with other elements existing 
In'the soil liberates potash and places it 
w.lthin the reach of plants. The alkalis 
'hasten the decay of vegetable mutter, and 
this decomposition also causes chemical 
action by which the breaking down proc- 
esses are continued, but lime may be use- 
less on soils that abound in potush and 
phosphates, which are ready for the use. of 
plants.—Philadelphia llooord.

There is a factory in London that makes 


only the deadliest poisons known toohem- 
istry. Last year it produced 3,000 tons of 
cyanide of j otusslum. Five grains of this 
is fiuflicitnt to kill a man. 
In one room 


of the factory the visitor found tons of tho 
deadly poison. It resembles very closely" 
white crystallised supar. The visitor re 
marked to the manager, "Jt looks (Moil; 
enough to cad. "

"Ah," replied the manager grnEcly, 


"thut is just one of the dangers we. liava 
to guard against. For homo inexplicable 
reason cyanide of potassium exercises a re- 
markable fascination over tho men en- 
gaged in its manufacture. They are haunt- 
ed by u constant and everrecurring desire 
to cut it. 
They are perfectly alive to tho 


fact, however, that to give way to the 
craving would mean instant death, and 
are consequently usually able to resist it, 
but not always. During the time I have 
been hero three of our best and steadiest 
workmen have committed suicide in this 
strange manner, impelled thereto appar- 
ently by no cause suve this mysterious, 
horrible longing. I myself have felt the 
same strange lust when I have long been 
exposed to the cyanide fumes, and have 
had to leave the works for a time in con- 
sequence. 
So well is this curious fact *cc- 


ognized that there are always two men at 
work together in this branch of our busi- 
ness, and u jar of ammonia, which, us you 
know, is the antidote to tho poison, is kept 
constantly near at hand." . 


Apart from this remarkable infatuation, 


which may be likened to the desire experi- 
enced by many people when standing'^orl 
the brink of a precipice to throw them- 
selves down, the manufacture of potassium 
cyanide is not particularly dangerous. 
Neither Ss it unhealthy. In fact, it Is as- 
serted that men have gone into tho cyanide 
house ill and debilitated and in u short 
time have been restored to robust health.
